Troops from the mythical foreign 


power of Triangula invaded the 
school Monday morning shortly 
after classes commenced and im- 
posed a stiff order on the surprised 
pupils. 


The "invasion" was the idea of 


Principal Carl C. DeYoung. He said 
he was responding to complaints by 


a "flagboy" who told him many of 
his fellow students appeared 
apathetic during flag-raising 
ceremonies each morning. 


The soldiers were real —disguised 


volunteers from the 683rd Artillery 
Unit of the U.S. Army Reserves. 


"We're not throwing rocks at 


communism," De Young said Mon- 
day night after the first day of 
authoritarian rule at his school. 
"What we are trying to teach is a 
simple love for American freedom 
and a respect for some of its symbols 
such as the flag." 


The "enemy" guards wear black 


triangular patches and represent a 
make-believe 
dictatorship. 


DeYoung said the pupils have not 
been told when the harsh rule will 
end, although secret plans are for its 
conclusion Wednesday with a "pat- 
riotic assembly" to which parents 
will be invited. 


Brusk military trials were held 


throughout Monday when students 
violated a tough set of rules handed 
out by the occupation force. 


Among the rules were such things' 


as requirements to sit at attention 
all day and to stand at attention 
when reciting lessons. Accused 


violators always were found guilty. 
Punishment typically is a cleanup 
detail. 


"We'll give you a chance to plead 


your case before we find you 
guilty," said Col. Clair Frischk- 
necht, commander of the invasion 
force, at an assembly announcing 
the school takeover. 


DeYoung said the objective of the 


experiment is to instill in his pupils 
"a feeling for values" of such con- 
cepts as freedom and commonplace 
expressions such as the Pledge of 
Allegiance, which is recited at the

to form a makeshift fender to fit over the 
right rear wheel of their electric- 
powered car, Rover.

Monday, and the unprotected wheel 
tossed dark dust over the astronauts, 
prompting Cernan to remark: "It's go- 
ing to take us half a dozen Sundays to 
dust off."

SAIGON (AP) - President Nguyen 


Van Thieu proposed today a Christmas 
peace package providing for a cease-fire 
and release of all U.S. and Vietnamese 
prisoners of war, but the Viet Cong 
quickly rejected it. 


Thieu told the National Assembly in 


an hour-long address that Amerkan 
and Vietnamese prisoners of war could 
be freed during the cease-fire "while a 
comprehensive settlement is being 
negotiated" by the Vietnamese parties 
themselves 


He said his peace package would he 


presented fonnaily a! tne regul.ii -vs- 
sion of the .semipublu p>\ice talks in 
Paris on Thursday. 


In Paris, the Viet Cong delegation, 


responding toThieu's address, rie( 'atcd 
in a statement: 


"The obstinate attitude and the ab- 


surd and arrogant demands on Ngiu en 
Van Thieu only serve to expose still 
more his intention to oppose a correc t 
peaceful solution of the V i e t n a m 
problem. This fart nroves once aaam 
Thieu is a major obstacle on the road to 
peace, reconciliation and national c on- 
cord." 


Thieu said the Christmas cease-fire he 


proposed could be extended indefinitely 
if i! was "not used to prepare more 
large-scale attacks and killings and, 
concurrently, if the c o n s u l t a t i o n s 
progress in an encouraging way with 
the sincerity and good will of all the 
parties."

Lid to remain 
on economy 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Treasury 


Secretary George P. Schultz lined up a 
series of closed-door 
consultations 


today to determine the future shape of 
wage-price controls that President 
Nixon wants to retain. 


Sources said the Nixon administrat- 


ion wants to move "pretty swiftly" in 
the private talks with government, 
business and labor officials, hoping to 
wind up the consultations within three 
or four weeks. 


This would mean the administration 


would be in a position to make a 
decision early in January. The sources 
indicated the present control structure, 
headed by the Cost of Living Council, 
the Price Commission and Pay Board, 
probably will remain in place. 


Shultz. the President's chief 


economic policymaker, told newsmen 
Monday that the administration will 
seek extension of controls beyond their 
legal expiration date next April 30. In 
the meantime, talks with the people 
who control wages and prices and with 
the people who are controlled will be 
held to determine a modified control 
system. 


Shultz said the new system probably 


would be in place before next April 30. 
He said the administration has no 
preconceived notion of whether con- 
trols should be more or less extensive 
than the present system. 


Shultz scheduled private sessions 


with the government's Productivity 
Commis^on and a committee that 
makes recommendations for price con- 
trols on health service. No public report 
was exported 


The Price Commission has scheduled 


a meeting next Tuesday, for its 
members to discuss individual recom- 
mendations for the new system, sources 
said. 


Shultz also announced that Nixon has 


determined that he can and will hold 
federal spending to S250 billion during 
the current fiscal year, meaning a 
number of agencies in government will 
find themselves slapped with cutbacks 
in coming weeks. The cutbacks will be 
announced about the time the new 
budget is sent to Congress in January. 


Shultz told reporters that Nixon has 


ordered a freeze on all new hiring and 
promotions in the federal government 
until the new budget is submitted. In 
addition, he said, there will be no pay 
raises for federal government execut- 
ives, senators and congressmen and 
federal judges in 1973. 


Executive pay raises, however, may 


be forthcoming in 1974. Nixon named 
members of a three-man commission 
that will study these raises and report 
back in June 1973. The White House said 
the President would make his recom- 
mendations to Congress early in 1974 on 
salary hikes for federal executives, 


Shultz said the next budget, covering 


the 12 months beginning July 1, 1973. 
will be balanced on a full-employment 
basis, meaning that Nixon is continuing 
his philosophy that federal spending 
should be roughly equal to the amount 
of taxes that theoretically would be 
collected if the economy were opera ting 
at full employment. 


Full employment is defined roughly 


as a 4-per-cent lobk-ss rate. The jobless 
rate now is 5.2 per cent.

Wisconsin ranks low on list 
for reception of federal money 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Wisconsin, 


though the nation's 16th most populous 
state, ranks only 23rd in terms of federal 
money received, according to an Office 
of Economic Opportunity (OEO) report 
Monday to the state's congressmen. 
Wisconsin ranked 24th among states in 
the same category last vear and 23rd in 
1970, the OEO said. 


One reason cited for the low standing 


was that 24 states rank higher than 
Wisconsin in numbers of persons 
defined by federal standards as poor 
Those states receive greater outlays for 
anupoverty projects. 


The Defense Department spends 


more money in 32 other states, while the 


Interior Department spends more in 40 
others and the Transportation Depart- 
ment more in 35 others. 


However, the $489 million spent bv 


the Defense Department in Wisconsin 
was up some SI00 million over the 
previous year. 


Labor Department spending in Wis- 


consin was $73 million to rank the state 
!7th, up from $15 million and a ranking 
of 40th two years ago. 


The agency said federal outlays in 


Wisconsin for the fiscal year ended June 
30 totaled $3.266,036.269. with nearly 
half that amount earmarked for So< ial 
Security The figure< ompared with $2 9 


billion in fisial 1971 and $2'i billion r,-, 
fiscal 1970

He said his 
government maintains its "generous 
offer which has been made to the 
government of the United States, 
namefy that the government of South 
Vietnam stands ready to contribute its 
part in solving the problem of the U.S. 
prisoners of war on the occasion of 
Christmas by releasing to North Viet- 
nam all the North Vietnamese prisoners 
of war currently detained in South 
Vietnam." 


"To show its utmost good will," he 


continued, "the government of the 
Republic of Vietnam will unilaterally 
release first and without any conditions

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Home rule expansion 
to be controversial

MADISON — Tin- new Wisconsin 


state legislative term starting next 
month may become a benchmark in the 
adjustment of the structure and f u n c - 
tion of Wisconsin county government 
from the rigid mold established by the 
founders of the state who wrote its 
constitutional law a century and a 
quarter ago. 


"Home rule" is the theme that will be 


involved as the legislature receives a 
report 
from 
a 
legislative-citi/ens 


interim committee soon that 
w i l l 


propose a cautious but nevertheless 
precedent-making enlargement of tin- 
powers and duties ot counties. Counties 
have been closely harnessed thus far. 
required to function under uniform 
structure and methods regardless of the 
circumstances and needs. 


The 
report 
comes 
under 
the 


authorization of the last legislature 
which set up the committee and 
explicitly instructed it to consider the 
"home rule" issue which is already 
familiar 
Because 
incorporated 


municipalities have had it under a 
change in the constitution half a cen- 
tury ago. 


To a substantial degree, the new 


interim study commission has b u i l t 
upon foundations offered five years ago 
by another legislative commission on 
-local government reform named after 
its chairman, former President Curtis 
Tarr of Lawrence University Appleton. 
now a high officer of the federal 


government under President Nixon. 
James Morgan of the Wisconsin Tax- 
payers Alliance was one of the citizen 
members of the Tarr commission and is 
one of the leading specialists in the 
history and problems of local public 
administration in Wisconsin. He is now 
chairman of the- new study group that 
will present its findings to the joint 
Legislative Council next week, as a 
means of introducing them to the 
legislature as a whole. 


The Morgan commission report will 


have three principal keynotes: 


1. Broadening of the "administrative 


home rule" rights of counties in the 
spirit of the constitutional amendment 
ratified by the Wisconsin electorate last 
spring 


2. Inauguration of some "functional 


home rule" in a limited and careful way. 
to recognize that much of the urban 
population of Wisconsin now lives out- 
side the corporate boundaries of 
municipalities, that services for it will 
be increasingly required, and that in 
some instances the counties and their 
tax bases are more logical providers 
and supporters of such services than 
the unincorporated towns. 


3. Limitation of such functional 


enlargement in already incorporated 
areas to the desire of the existing city 
and village governments, as expressed 
in their explicit authorizations by vote 
of their elected local officers. 


4. A change of the constitutional law 


to give counties the option of electing 
or using the appointment method to 
recruit 
countv clerks, treasurers, 


sheriffs and district attorneys. They 
have always been elected under the 
requirements of the constitution. They 
have been elected on partisan ballots. A 
county that used the option, if it is 
authorized, would have the oppor- 
tunity to recruit on merit, without 
regard to political party affiliations. 


Because the proposals will generate 


distinct constituencies of opposition, 
they will probably be submitted to the 
legislature separately. 


Deliberations of the Morgan com- 


mittee indicated that there may be 
significant backing for some of the 
changes in the state senate. Assembly 
reactions may be more hostile, accord- 
ing to the attitudes of some assembly 
members of the sponsoring group. 


But determined outside resistance is 


regarded 
as certain. The several 


leagues of suburbs in the state and the 
Wisconsin Towns Association have 
already announced the forgoing of a 
coalition to fight the plans. 


Defensive strategy will center on 


heavy lobbying of the legislature for an 
identical home rule plan for towns, to 
prevent the erosion of their powers and 
functions by what town spokesmen call 
"regional or metropolitan units." Under 
historic practice and definition, the 
towns are "creatures of the state," 
empowered only to perform such duties 
and in such a fashion as the legislature 
has prescribed, in the same way that 
the counties have been restricted under 
the terms of the original laws of 1848 
when the constitutional framework of 
the state was built.

MADISON —Like the prospector for 


gold in the Old West, the newly chosen 
leader of the Republican State Senate 
majority is staking out a claim for a 
share of the political profit that looms 
for Gov.

Claire, who will be the quarterback of 
the Republican state senators in the

; reporters to an informal discussion 


-- .about Republican hopes, plans and 


^purposes in dealing with the Democra- 
,'tic state administration during the next 
- two years. 
; Johnson, like Lucey, says that for the 
1-first time state treasury surplus funds, 
"'the prospects for continued and subs- 
^tantial growth in state revenues, and 
'•the new federal revenue sharing law 
- open the way for what he called "rnas- 
'sive" assistance to local property tax- 
.••payers. 


He also indicated that: 
— His senate party colleagues regard 


.-•the use of property tax "relief as am- 
;.-biguous and that the Republicans will 
--insist upon actual local tax reductions, 
- even if some degree of fiscal control by 
".-state law over local budgets is implied 
•'or found necessary. 
. — The state and its localities will 


have nearly a billion dollars in unex- 
pected money to deal with the property 
tax complaints of Wisconsin residents 
this year, counting federal revenue 
grants, the existing and prospective 
state treasury surpluses, and the state 
share of federal revenue shares. 


— The Republican senate ruling 


group will insist upon a share of agenda 
setting in the new legislature, and fears 
that Gov. Lucey has sidetracked the 
proper legislative function by his crea- 
tion of several dozens of citizens study 
commissions and task forces to draft 
legislation in major fields. 


— The senate ruling group also in- 


tends to "audit" the results of the two 
major Lucey achievements of the 1971 
legislative term — t h e redistribution of 
state tax shares according to a new 
formula, and the merger of higher 
educational institutions in Wisconsin. 


Johnson's 
invitation to 
capitol 


reporters for discussions of state 
problems and the Republican senate 
attitude as he interprets it was a new 
approach in legislative politics. He 
spoke candidly, sometimes explaining 
that his replies represented only his 
won views, but frequently volunteering 
that the topics had already been dis- 
cussed with his senate party collabora- 
tors. 


Johnson suggested that the higher 


education merger did not realize its 
objectives, as he raised questions about

law against motor vehicles 


its big operating budget increase for 
higher education and the proposal for 
distributing huge new building funds 
equally among the major campuses. 


The legislature should have more 


involvement in the shaping of the 
biennial legislative session agenda, he 
observed, as he noted critically that 
interim legislative planning has been 
concentrated in Lucey task forces, with 
the virtual idling of the legislature's 
own study arm, the joint Legislative 
Council. 


"We are concerned about the image 


of the legislature," he said. 


Johnson also candidly discussed 


Republican concerns about the role of 
Lt. Gov. Martin Schreiber, a Democrat, 
as senate Democratic president and 
said Republicans may push through a 
new rule that will have the purpose of 
limiting his opportunities to throttle 
the wishes of the Republican majority 
by using his liberally defined powers as 
senate presiding officer. 


He said as leader he will be reluctant 


to limit senate debate, but pledged to 
streamline other habits of his house, 
including unreasonably long secret 
caucus deliberations of the parties. 
Johnson said he was not prepared to 
discuss a widely reported plan to 
remove Schreiber from the senate 
presiding officer's chair to permit a 
Republican to succeed him, but assert- 
ed vigorously that the lieutenant 
governor should have more pay and 
should work primarily as a part of the 
executive branch in the spirit of the 
new constitutional law that provides 
for the election of governor and 
lieutenant governor as a team.

Third of a series: Pricing of food 


Consumer's appetite for 


;, meat has impact on supply 


Editor's note: Americans' ever-grow- 


•ing demand for beet and other meats 
has kept the price on the rise. Only 
iwhen supply begins to meet demand 
[will price level off. 


• The American appetite for meat is 
toracious. Dr Herrell De Graff, 
president of the American Meat Instit- 
ute, says consumption per person is up 
in the last three decades from 125 
pounds a year to 190. The United States 
with six percent of the world's populat- 
ion consumes 30 percent of the world's 
meat production. 


The supply of beef produced this year 


increased by 600 million pounds, but 
even that was not enough to maintain 
price stability. Because of the demand 
for beef, veal has virtually disappeared 
from the market. 


"Since 1955, we have reduced the 


slaughter of calves for veal from 13 
million head a year to something under 
four million head," De Graff says. "That 
has increased our annual beef produc- 
tion by almost four and a half billion 
pounds." 
• Too often the consumer does not 
understand the impact of his appetite on 
meat supply, and how long it takes the 
grower to respond to pressures 
. Start with beef. The calf is born nine 
months after it is conceived. When they 
are a year or slightly older, feeder calves 
are generally taken to a feed lot Three 
(o four months later, having consumed 
something like 4.000 pounds of feed, and 
gained three pounds a day, the steer is 
sold to the slaughterhouse weighing 
about 1.100 pounds. 


Thus it takes about two years from 


conception to the slaughterhouse door. 
That means it takes two years to totally 
respond to demand- Americans, con- 
suming 115 pounds of beef per person 
per year, don't wait two years to buy and 
th« pnce soes up. If the price goes up too 
high, demand falls off, and the rancher 
is stuck with expensive beef on the hoof. 


Other elements tend to panic the beef 


producers. For instance, if the price of 
fattening cattle goes up without a rise in 
price, feed lot buyers tend to scare off. 
The com blight of 1970 had that effect, 
producing fewer cattle and higher 
prices. 


Most other popular meats respond 


sooner. Americans eat 69 pounds of 
pork per person per year. But the porker 
hits the market only 3'/2 months after 
weaning. There were 94 million pigs 
slaughtered last year — about half a pig 
a person. Americans ate 30 billion slices 
of bacon in 1971. 


Bacon comes from the belly of a 


porker. If the untrimmed belly sells for 
40 cents a pound, trimming raises the 
price a dime. All of the rest of the steps 
to the store cost 20 cents. That's 70 
cents. Store overhead runs 22 percent 
and up runs the bacon to the 89-99 cent 
range. But bacon by weight isn't a 
bargain. It fries down to one-quarter of 
its raw weight, so it hits the plate at S4 a 
pound. 


Twelve years after President Hoover 


promised a chicken in every pot, 
Americans wereeating only two pounds 
of chicken a year per capita. Now it is 38 
pounds a year. A chicken produces meat 
rapidly. It remains in a brooder house 
only eight weeks, eats 10-12 pounds of 
feed to produce four pounds of bird. 


Americans ate only about three 


pounds of turkey per person in 1940. 
Today the demand is almost nine 
pounds a year. The turkey is a fairly- 
quick and efficient meat producer, 
converting something over three 
pounds of feed for every pound of 
turkey, maturing in about 20 weeks. 


But beef is the volume meat, and 


supermarkets tomplam that they are 
too often taught in a trap between the 
rising cost of beef and competitive 
pressure to keep the pncedown at retail. 


"When meat prices went up. the 


chains absorbed a lot of the increases, 
and bled. I guess we all bled," said one 


supermarket executive. "And when 
prices went down, the government was 
all over us about why we weren't 
reducing prices, which we were. But to 
this day I don't think there's a chain that 
has made up anything in the meat 
department in the last several months in 
the area in which we operate 


"More peopleare coming into the beef 


eating market," he explained. "People 
are coming off the fat back, the hog 
maws, and they're all coming in at the 
same time. And they like what they're 
getting, and they eat it regardless of 
how much they quarrel about the 
price." 


Tomorrow: Part four will discuss the 


price of meat and why it varies so over 
short periods.

First, 
protect 
yourself 
against 


unscrupulous dealers by educating 
yourself on the subject as much as 
possible. Public libraries can supply you 
with informative books, and there are 
clubs and periodicals that keep collet- 
tors up-to-date on what is available and 
what prices you can expect to pay. 


Go to auctions and shops often, even 


when you don't plan to buy, just to 
familiarize yourself with the market 
Visit museums that hold antique furni- 
ture displays. 


Weigh the price carefully If you buy 


from shops directly, you may discover 
that your fine antique commands a fine 
price. It's often worth it, though, 
because the shops bear the burden of 
restoring and will use craftsmen whose 
work warrants the new price 


On the other hand, you often can find 


a real bargain in the back room or 
storage basement of these fine shops 
By browsing among the pieces that 
haven't been worked on yet, you might 
find the very thing you are looking for 
at a low price. And if you have 
developed some expertise yourself in 
the arts of restoring, you may end up 
with a solid savings If you have to send 
it out to a professional for stripping and 
refinishing, though, the combined price 
may climb back up to the level of a fully 
refurbished piece in the shop. But don't 
overlook the possibility that all your 
piece needs is a good cleaning. 


Another source of inexpensive an- 


tiques is the garage sale, in all its forms 
Church bazaars, fund raising rummage 
sales, apartment or home closings, and 
auctions, all offer access to 
the 


treasures you want that other people 
no longer cherish or tan no longer 
keep. And people put a very low price 
on things they are eager to be rid of, 


Another ripe source lies in simply 


having a sharp eye, some honest 
enthusiasm, and a willingness to speak 
up. You never know until you ask, 
whether someone would be willing to 
part with something from their home, 
shop or office. Even strangers will be 
more agreeable than you might an- 
ticipate, when you enthusiastically ad- 
mire something they have taken for 
granted. And even if they don't sell it to 
you or give it to you, they will still be 
warmed by your admiration of it. 


If you're among the really lucky, the 


antiques in your home may have been 
in the family longer than you have, as 
fine hardwood furniture gets handed 
down from generation to generation. If 
so, there is an added dimension to your 
enjoyment, as vou find new uses for old

When West plays low on the second 


round of spades, declarer should finesse 
with dummy's nine to guard against 
Q-10-x-x in the West hand.

In this case, however, the athlete

Night blindness needs 
specialist's attention 


^ Dear Dr. Thosteson: How does a per- 
son get night blindness? Is it heredi- 
tary? Can it get serious? 


The person who has it said he has had 


glasses for about four years but never 
wore them. Now he has been wearing 
them about a year. He's 17. — S.S. 


Not as simple a. question as you may 


suppose because there are various 


causes of night blindness which are 
quite dissimilar. 


Sheer fatigue is one cause of less 


acute vision in low light. Sometimes the 
problem is psychological, involving 
fear of the dark. Diet deficiency is 
another, particularly if there is lack of 
vitamin A. 


In younger folks, night blindness 


may be the first symptom of a disorder 


called retinitis pigmentosa, which can 
be serious. So when there are indica- 
tions of developing night blindness, 
examination of the inner eye should be 
done by a specialist. 


Retinitis pigmentosa is an hereditary 


condition, so if others in the family 
have that condition, or have indications 
of night blindness, it is reason to be 
especially suspicious. 


The fact that the young man has had 


glasses for several years but didn't wear 
them may have nothing at all to do with 
his night blindness.

An abdominal aneurysm, therefore, 
would most likely be in the aorta, or 
main artery from the heart, which 
proceeds down through the abdomen 
and finally branches, with one branch 
going to each leg.

course, in real trouble.

14th session of peace

Yvette. 


It was the first time in four years of 


secret negotiations that Kissinger and 
Tho set up subcommittees to discuss 
details of a possible accord immediately 
before a plenary meeting. The 
quickened pace suggested that the talks 
were approaching a climax, but both 
sides maintained their blanket of 
secrecy. 


The higher level subcommittee,

not under major dispute, met in Choisy 
le Roi, near the North Vietnamese 
delegation headquarters. 


Kissinger unexpectedly showed up at

Premier Chou En-lai told newsmen 
Monday: "An agreement could be 


signed in Paris in the next two or three 
days."

feit issue of saving taxpayers money, by 
not holding committee meetings and 
status quorism, lends credence to the 
mounting evidence that he is no sincere 
supporter of county home rule govern- 
ment," the veteran Appleton legislator 
remarked.

Clerks trimmed in school cut 


NEENAH - The school board's 


finance committee trimmed $67,300 
from the school budget last night and 
then charged the administration to 
come up with the remaining dollars to 
meet the fiscal control body's directive 
to cut $75,000. 


The committee also seemed to be in 


agreement that the position of dental 
hygienist should be reinstated at the 
cost of $4,500. 


The biggest chunk of the $67,300 will 


come from a reduction in the clerks and 
aides category to the tune of $25,000. 


The proposal came from Commis- 


sioner Nile Emmerich who stressed 
that the administration should try to 
draw the line between aides, who work 
with students, and clerks, who have 
administrative tasks. Emmerich said he 
wanted to see clerks cut back. 


This morning, Supt. Donald Scott 


said that the cut back would mean 
losing six clerks on a full-year basis, 
beginning Jan. 1. If they wait until Sept. 
1973 to cut back it would mean letting 
12 clerks go. 


In trying to gam support for his 


recommendation, Emmerich stated last 
night, "There isn't an operation in a 
school district or an industry that can't 
become more efficient." 


Another reduction the board agreed 


upon is at the mercy of the fiscal con- 
trol body. Emmerich suggested asking 
the fiscal group to reconsider taking 
out a bank loan to finance the $65,000 
field house bleachers. 


Back in August, the fiscal control 


group turned down the request which 
left the board to go the lease-purchase 
route which would cost them about 
$2,500 more in interest than a bank loan 
would. 


Now, 
the board has decided to 


approach them again. If approval of a 
bank loan is given, they would make no 
payment until 1974 which would save 
the board about $13,000 in 1973. 


Another $17,000 to be cut from ad- 


ministrator, supervisor and principal 
salaries was also recommended by 
Emmerich. Cutting this figure would 
reduce raises in 1973 to under 4 per 
cent, to be distributed among the ad- 
miinistrators according to merit 
evaluation. 


Research was another area to be 


trimmed. A $10,000 decrease in the 
category would bring the total budget 
to $30,000. 


Board president Neal Perry agreed 


with the cut and though he said he 
believed research was the "life blood of 
education, I'm not sure the community 


wants us to go in that direction." 


Board member Donald Burhta 


disagreed and stated "we are not in a 
static civilization. We have to keep up 
with new times, new things." 


Perry also suggested that the $74,708 


grant from esea title III might provide 
some of the benefits lost in other 
research areas. 


Two other areas to be cut are data 


processing at $5,000 and 
intern 


cooperating teachers at $3,000. 


Scott warned that eliminating in- 


terns at this point in time meant "put- 
ting us into a straitjacket as far as 
staffings is concerned." He added that 
the cut back may mean hiring a teacher 
or an aide to make up for the loss of 
interns. 


Besides putting back the $4,500 for 


reinstatement of the dental hygienist, 
the committee also added $1,200 needed 
to reinstate drivers' education for 
sophomores during the regular school 
year in September. 


One more area that the board may 


realize some savings in during 1973 is in 
pupil transportation. A report delivered 
to the board last week by the transpor- 


tation committee would indicate that 
the bus fleet can be reduced to 18 
Operation of about 28 busses had been 
budgeted for. 


Reluctant to bring up the subject 


Emmerich stated, "I don't want to be 
accused of having it in our hip pocket." 
He emphasized that the board hadn't 
known of the possible savings until last 
week. 


It was agreed that nothing be done 


with the account and William Burger 
suggested that if any money is saved it 
be spent on new busses to replace those 
in poor condition. 


Very few of the budget cuts recom- 


mended by the committee last night 
were the same as those recommended 
by the administration last week. 


Their recommendations had been 


primarily for deductions in the capital 
outlay account but board members 
backed off feeling that it should be the 
last area to be trimmed. 


A result of cutbacks in other areas of

School board asked to loosen 
reins on junior high athletics 


Appleton's lack of a well-rounded 


junior high school athletic program 
was criticized Monday night by a 
former board of education member 
who urged the board to adopt a policy 
of allowing ninth grade athletes to 
participate at the high school level. 


Ronald Roberts, athletic director at 


Lawrence University and a board of 
education member until 1969, said 
Appleton is the only school in the area 
with a policy denying ninth graders this 
opportunity. He contended this is un- 
fair to the youth who is capable, noting 
Appleton's board has deprived such 
athletes in the past. 


Roberts rapped the junior highs for 


having athletic programs lacking in 
tennis, wrestling and other sports. Only 
the basketball and football programs 
are adequate, he said. 


A parent and a high school coach 


joined Roberts 
in criticizing 
the 


program and the board policy. 


Ross Osborn, whose son was a ninth 


grader two years ago, told the board his 
son was deprived of wrestling for one 
year after the family moved from 
Pennsylvania. He said the principal told 
him it would be a violation of the Wis- 
consin Interscholastic Athletic As- 
sociation rules and that a youngster's 
loyalty to his junior high was a ques- 
tion.

NEW YORK (AP) — Just a bit more 


than one year ago the nation was forced 
to swallow a drastic tonic in order to jolt 
itself out of the economy lethargy that 
had settled into its bones. 


Confidence was low. Retailers 


complained that consumers saved 
rather than spent on clothing, furniture 
and appliances. Consumers said they 
did so because prices were too high. 


The nation's business leaders, fearful 


that the trend would continue, post- 
poned expansion plans. Many job- 
seekers were said to have stopped 
looking, recognizing intuitively that if 
the economy was going nowhere, they 
were, too. 


These were only a few signs of 


malaise when President Nixon shocked 
the world by effectively devaluing the 
dollar, imposing wage and price con- 
trols and reassuring the public that he 
would do everything to push expansion. 


The assurance that the country 


would not be left to float or drift up out 
of inflation but would be given a boost, 
changed the spirits of millions. 


The Federal Reserve Board, which 


controls the money supply and which, 
therefore, has almost as much to say 
about the economy as the President, 
participated in the new spirit. 


Consumers resumed their buying 


Business began expansion plans. Retail 
sales, at least for some items, boomed. 
Consumer credit, which had been 
shrinking, rose sharply. Stocks moved 
higher. The jobless rate fell. So did 
inflation. 


And now, in testimony to the fact that 


the business cycle of ups and downs is 
the nature of things, a growing number 
of business and money men are con- 
cerned that restraints soon must be 
applied again. 


This suggestion touches of a heated 


response from others, as it always has 
and will. The very idea is to some highly 
respected economists, an abomination, 
a narrow-minded, nearsighted, insensit- 
ive interpretation of options. 


They point out that the nation has a 


long way to go before achieving its 
productive 
capacity and that, 


meanwhile, expansion should be en- 
couraged. Inflation, they say, is not a 
current danger. 


Those who are talking up restraint 


note, however, that there is a lead time 
of at least six months before definite 
changes can be brought about by 
monetary and fiscal policy. 


They maintain that the inspiration 


given to spending during the past year 
must be waiched closely lest it lead to a 
resumption of the inflation psychology 
during mid or late 1973. 


So far, the Fed and the administration 


are mainly talking or warning rather 
than acting, but the concern is there. 


The Fed, for example, has already 


begun slowing the rate of monetary 
growth, which means that in recent 
weeks there has been less money to use, 
to borrow, to lend, to make plans with. 


As a result, pressure is building 


beneath interest rates. The mortgage 
rate to homebuyers is up slightly. And 
many bankers expect the prime lending 
rate to break upward from 5.75 per cent 
toward the 6 per cent of August 1971. 


Brokers are becoming fearful that the 


slowing of monetary growth will abort 
the current stock market rise. It will 
mean less money for investing. And it 
will mean also that bonds, the nemesis 
of stock prices, will attract more atten- 
tion. 


Adding to this threat, although 


perhaps only slightly, is a reduction in 
the amount of credit that can be used to 
buy stock, from 45 per cent of the 
purchase price to only 35 per cent.

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Figures show rise in 
automobile ownership 


Residents of Outagamie County, as 


well as those in the three neighboring 
counties, are getting more motorized, 
year by year. 


They have been buying new cars at 


an increased rate during the past two 
years, adding to the county's already 
high auto population. 


As a result of the steady increase in 


ownership, the number of families 
sporting two or more cars in their 
driveways has gone up considerably 
By the same token, the number of 
families without cars is smaller than 
ever. 


Because of the buying surge, the 


roads and streets in the local area have 
taken on a new look. Instead of the 
many vintage cars that were in 
evidence a few years ago, there are now 
a large number of shiny, late models to 
be seen. 


The facts and figures are contained in 


a consumer market report, covering all 
parts of the country, issued by the 
Standard Rate and Data Service, and in 
data compiled by the Automobile 
Manufacturers Association. 


They show that car ownership in 


Outagamie County, as of the beginning 
of this year, reached the point of 146 
cars for every 100 families. 


This was a larger ratio than was 


found in most parts of Wisconsin, 136 
cars per 100 families. 


Taken into account in assessing the 


gain was the change in the number of 
families as well as in the number of cars 
in use and the number that \vere dis- 
carded. 


The figures show that automobile 


registrations in Outagamie County rose 


from 40,070 to 49,400 in the past five 
vears. 


The increase, 23 per cent, compares 


with 18 per cent in the United States 
and with 15 per cent in the East North 
Central States. 


The sturdy market for new cars, 


locally and elsewhere, is attributed to 
rising incomes, to the growth of 
population in suburban areas, where 
cars are more necessary than in cities, 
and to the many car-hungry teen-agers. 


Nationally, four out of five families 


now have cars and 30 per cent of them 
have two or more. 


The automobile continues to play a 


major role in the local economy. The 
amount of money that Outagamie 
County car owners spent in the past 
year, in local service stations alone, for 
gas, oil and repairs came to $14,222,000, 
as compared with the total, five years 
ago, of $10,918,000. 


Figures for other local counties 


show: 


Calumet 10,750 cars in 1971 com- 


pared to 8,950 in 1966, a 20 per cent 
increase. There are 141 cars for 100 
.families. Total service costs in 1971 
were $2,503,000 compared to $2,263,000 
in 1966. 


Waupaca 16,440 cars in 1971 corn- 


pared to 14,540 in 1966, a 13 per cent 
increase. There are 137 cars per 100 
families. Service costs were $4,782,000 
in 1971 compared to $4,121,000 in 1966. 


Winnebago 53,220 cars in 1971 com- 


pared to 44,330 in 1966, a 20 per cent 
increase. There are 134 cars per 100 
families. Service costs were $17,066,000 
in 1971 compared to $14,582,000 in 1966.

Johnny, we hardly knew ye

NEW YORK (AP) — John Kennedy

O'Donnell, beer-drinking political bud- 
dies of long standing and White House 
confidants of John F. Kennedy, spent 
eight months after his assassination 
recording on tape their memories of 
Kennedy. 


Those tapes are now a book, 


"Johnny, We Hardly Knew Ye," an af- 
fectionate, personal remembrance pro- 
duced with the help of writer Joe 
McCarthy. 


O'Donnell reports one conservation, 


occasioned by the doubts he voiced' 
concerning Kennedy's choice of Lyn- 
don B. Johnson as his running mate in 
1960. 


"He said something to me that I am 


always going to remember: 'Get one 
thing clear, Kenny, I'm 43 years old, 
and I'm the healthiest candidate for 
president in the country, and I'm not 
going to die in office." 


During the 1960 presidential cam- 


paign, the authors report. Kennedy did 
vocal exercises to preserve his voice. 
One of those exercises called for him 
to bark like a dog for 30 minutes every 
morning, Kennedy took to doing this 
in the bathtub. 


"The first time that we heard the 


strange animal sounds coming from 
the bathroom, Dave (Powers) opened 
the door to see what was happening. 
Kennedy looked at him from the tub, 
embarrassed. 'I heard a funny noise," 
Dave said, 'and 1 thought there was a 
seal in Ihe tub." For the next few 
weeks we had to make up excuses 
when an early morning visitor at our 
hotel room asked what was going on 
in the bathroom." 


Kennedy's Catholic religion —which 


he liked to call "the canonical imped- 
iment" — occasioned many of 1he 
witty onelmers recorded in the book. 


Angered by the persistence nf reli- 


gion as an issue in the 1960 presiden- 
tial primaries, Kennedy quipped "I'm 
getting tired of these people who think 
I want to replace the gold at Ft Knox 
with a supply of holy water " 


What the authors add to the already 


considerable Kennedy literature is a 
persona] view only close pals could 
have. He cursed occasionally, liked 
sports, was entranced by celebrities. 
ami remembered others even at mo- 
ments of personal travail. 


When Patrick Bouvier Kennedy was 


born prematurely in August 1963, Ken- 
nedy stayed at the Boston hospital 
where the baby was taken. 


Awakened early one morning be- 


cause the baby's condition was worse, 
Kennedy, while waiting for an eleva- 
tor, saw a child who had been severely 
burned. He asked the mother's name, 
Powers said, then wrote a note of sym- 
pathy and encouragement to her. 


Two hours later, the Kennedy baby 


died. Powers was with the president. 
"He went upstairs to the room where 
he had been sleeping, sat on the bed 
and wept." 


Powers, now 60 and administrative 


officer of the Kennedy Memorial Li- 
brary, met Kennedy when Kennedy 
first ran for public office in a 1946 con- 
gressional contest. Although he never 
held an official title, Powers was a 
man Kennedy liked to have_near him.

He swam with Kennedy almost daily 
in the White House pool and stayed 
with the president on evenings when 
Jacqueline Kennedy was away from 
the White House. • 


"Dave was accustomed to being 


summoned for night duty at the White 
House when Jackie was absent," the 
book relates. "He called himself 
'John's other wife.' The president 
hated to be alone in the evening. 


"Around 11 o'clock, the president 


would get undressed and slip into the 
short-length Brooks Bros, sleeping ja- 
cket that he wore in preference to pa- 
jamas. Dave would watch him kneel 
beside his bed and say his prayers. 
Then he would get into the bed, and 
say to Dave, 'Good night, pal, will you 
please put out the light?'" 


O'Donnell. 48, has been part of the 


Kennedy entourage since Kennedy's 
first U.S. Senate race in 1952. He was a 
trusted political aide during Kennedy's 
years in the Senate and became his ap- 
pointment secretary and special assist- 
ant in the White House. 


Powers and O'Donnell trace Ken- 


nedy's political rise from freshman 
congressman to president, his meta- 
morphosis from a young war hero who 
scorned the wheeling and dealing of 
politics to a president who reveled in 
it.

1947 as a freshman congressman. John 
McCormack, then leader of the Mas- 
sachusetts Democrats in the House 
and minority whip, was a powerful fig- 
ure who could have done any new- 
comer much good, but Kennedy was 
determined to be his own man.

NORTH OGDEN, Utah (AP) - 


Guards armed with automatic- 
weapons policed the corridors of 
North Ogden Junior High School for 
the second day today in a frightenly- 
realistic lesson in life without 
freedom. 


Troops from the mythical foreign 


power of Triangula invaded the 
school Monday morning shortly 
after classes commenced and im- 
posed a stiff order on the surprised 
pupils. 


The "invasion" was the idea of 


Principal Carl C. DeYoung. He said 
he was responding to complaints by 


a "flagboy" who told him many of 
his fellow students appeared 
apathetic during flag-raising 
ceremonies each morning. 


The soldiers were real —disguised 


volunteers from the 683rd Artillery 
Unit of the U.S. Army Reserves. 


"We're not throwing rocks at 


communism," DeYoung said Mon- 
day night after the first day of 
authoritarian rule at his school. 
"What we are trying to teach is a 
simple love for American freedom 
and a respect for some of its symbols 
such as the flag." 


The "enemy" guards wear black 


triangular patches and represent a 
make-believe 
dictatorship. 


DeYoung said the pupils have not 
been told when the harsh rule will 
end, although secret plans are for its 
conclusion Wednesday with a "pat- 
riotic assembly" to which parents 
will be invited. 


Brusk military trials were held 


throughout Monday when students 
violated a tough set of rules handed 
out by the occupation force. 


Among the rules were such things 


as requirements to sit at attention 
all day and to stand at attention 
when reciting lessons. Accused 


violators always were found guilty. 
Punishment typically is a cleanup 
detail. 


"We'll give you a chance to plead 


your case before we find you 
guilty," said Col. Clair Frischk- 
necht, commander of the invasion 
force, at an assembly announcing 
the school takeover. 


DeYoung said the objective of the 


experiment is to instill in his pupils 
"a feeling for values" of such con-

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Spacemen set up gear 
for continued moon study 


SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) — In 


the moon's valley of Taurus-Littrow, a 
gray geologic wonder dotted with auto- 
sized boulders, two Americans slept 
late today, bone-tired from setting up a 
sophisticated scientific camp and 
scouting the terrain. 


Their plans to search a lunar landslide 


tonight for perhaps the most ancient 
rocks ever seen were pushed back an 
hour after they bedded down late and 
received the go-ahead for a full eight 
hours of sleep. 


Mission Control said astronauts 


Eugene A. Cernan and Harrison H. 
Schmitt would be awakened shortly 
before 2 p.m. CST today, pushing the 
start of their second moon walk back to 
5:03 p.m. 


Tonight, one of the first chores for the 


llth and 12th —and perhaps last — men 


to visit the moon in this century will be 
to form a makeshift fender to fit over the 
right rear wheel of their electric- 
powered car, Rover. They will use 
clamps and cardboard or insulation 
material from the lunar ship. 


The fender fell off during a drive 


Monday, and the unprotected wheel 
tossed dark dust over the astronauts, 
prompting Cernan to remark: "It's go- 
ing to take us half a dozen Sundays to 
dust off." 


The object of their scheduled journey 


in Rover tonight is a mountain slide on 
the South Massif which spilled rock 
debris across the valley in some ancient 
time. 


There, they hope to find rocks created 


in the process by which the moon was 
formed and shaped, material dating 
perhaps to lunar beginnings 4.6 billion 


years ago. 


Scientists on earth, meanwhile, said 


some of the rocks on the floor of the 
Taurus-Littrow valley appear from 
Schmitt's descriptions to be of a vol- 


canic origin and are perhaps as young as 
100 million years.

Lid to remain 
on economy 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Treasury 


Secretary George P. Schultz lined up a 
series of closed-door 
consultations 


today to determine the future shape of 
wage-price controls that President 
Nixon wants to retain. 


Sources said the Nixon administrat- 


ion wants to move "pretty swiftly" in 
the private talks with government, 
business and labor officials, hoping to 
wind up the consultations within three 
or four weeks. 


This would mean the administration 


would be in a position to make a 
decision early in January. The sources 
indicated the present control structure, 
headed by the Cost of Living Council, 
the Price Commission and Pay Board, 
probably will remain in place. 


Shultz. the President's chief 


economic policymaker, told newsmen 
Monday that the administration will 
seek extension of controls beyond their 
legal expiration date next April 30. In 
the meantime, talks with the people 
who control wages and prices and with 
the people who are controlled will be 
held to determine a modified control 
system. 


Shultz said the new system probably 


would be in place before next April 30. 
He said the administration has no 
preconceived notion of whether con- 
trols should be more or less extensive 
than the present system. 


Shultz scheduled private sessions 


with the government's Productivity 
Commission and a committee that 
makes recommendations for price con- 
trols on health service. No public report 
was expected. 


The Price Commission has scheduled 


a meeting next Tuesday, for its 
members to discuss individual recom- 
mendations for the new system, sources 
said. 


Shultz also announced that Nixon has 


determined that he can and will hold 
federal spending to $250 billion during 
the current fiscal year, meaning a 
number of agencies in government will 
find themselves slapped with cutbacks 
in coming weeks. The cutbacks will be 
announced about the time the new 
budget is sent to Congress in January. 


Shultz told reporters that Nixon has 


ordered a freeze on all new hiring and 
promotions in the federal government 
until the new budget is submitted. In 
addition, he said, there will be no pay- 
raises for federal government execut- 
ives, senators and congressmen and 
federal judges in 1973. 


Executive pay raises, however, may 


be forthcoming in 1974. Nixon named 
members of a three-man commission 
that will study these raises and report 
back in June 1973. The White House said 
the President would make his recom- 
mendations to Congress early in 1974 on 
salary hikes for federal executives. 


Shultz said the next budget, covering 


the 12 months beginning July 1. 1973. 
will be balanced on a full-employment 
basis, meaning that Nixon is continuing 
his philosophy that federal spending 
should be roughly equal to the amount 
of taxes that theoretically would be 
collected if the economy were opera ting 
at full employment. 


Full employment is defined roughly 


as a 4-per-cent jobless rate. The jobless 
rate now is 5.2 per cent.

Wisconsin ranks low on list 
for reception of federal money 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Wisconsin, 


though the nation's 16th most populous 
state, ranks only 23rd in terms of federal 
money received, according to an Office 
of Economic Opportunity (OEO) report 
Monday to the state's congressmen. 
Wisconsin ranked 24th among states in 
the same category last year and 23rd in 
1970. the OEO said. 


One reason cited for the low standing 


was that 2-5 states rank higher than 
Wisconsin in numbers of persons 
defined by federal standards as poor. 
Those states receive greater outlays for 
antipoverty projects. 


The Defense Department spends 


more money in 32 other states, while the 


Interior Department spends more in 40 
others and the Transportation Depart- 
ment more in 35 others. 


However, the S489 million spent bv 


the Defense Department in Wisconsin 
was up some SI00 million over the 
previous year. 


Labor Department spending in Wis- 


consin was $73 million to rank the state 
17th, up from $15 million and a ranking 
of 40th two years ago. 


The agency said federal outlays in 


Wisconsin for t he fiscal ye.jr ended June 
30 totaled S3.2f.fi.0ie.26fl. wilh nearly 
half that amount earmarked for Social 
Security. The figure t ompared withS2.9 


billion in fiscal 1971 and $2.'i billion in 
fiscal 1970. "

Cancer feared from morning-after pill 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Fearful of a 


"possible second cancer epidemic" from 
the controversial drug DES. Ralph 
Nader is urging the Food and Drug 
Administration to crack down on its use 
as a morning-after birth-control pill. 


The consumer advocate's Health 


Research Group issued an eight-page 
report Monday charging that university 
health clinics are h a n d i n g out 
diethylstilbetrol — DES 
— without 


warning coeds that they and their pos- 
sible offspring are being exposed to a 
risk of cancer. 


"It is clear that widespread and totally 


uncontrolled use of DES as a morning- 
after pill is a serious problem with 
possibly heavy, although unknown, 
consequences for the public health," the 
report said. "The drug industry, the 
FDA and the doctors must act to 
prevent this abuse." 


The deputy director of FDA's Bureau 


of Drugs, Dr. Marion Finkel. said the 


agency hopes to resolve the problem 
within a few weeks. 


The FDA's National Drug Advisory 


Committee has concluded tentatively 
that DES effectively prevents preg- 
nancy within 72 hours aft printer course, 
she said. 


"What we don't know is certain 


safety problems and the degree of ef- 
ficacy." she added 


Drug companies, she said, have rioi 


responded to FDA appeals for further 
research so "I think we're going to have 
to tome to a decision without the help of 
manufacturers." 


DES, a synthetic hormone, has been 


linked to vaginal cancer in about 100 
women whose mothers took it during 
the 1940s and 1950s to avoid mis- 
ca.Tia^e. It since has been judger3 inef

Also, the officials rely on the 


cooperation of reports from other 
drivers and servicemen, who, because 
of their business, are already traveling 
county and town roads.

mine whether ail schools are plowed 
out and sidewalks cleared, and whether 
buses can get out of the bus garage.

Identifying legislators 


For the first time in the memory of most of the voters of 


Wisconsin, they will have a problem of identifying their 
representatives in the two houses of the state legislature when 
that body convenes for its 81st session next month. 


The political geography has been altered so radically in the 


new reapportionment act that the old conceptions of district 
boundaries are quite literally useless. Assembly districts may 
contain two, three or more slices of separate counties. The 
senate alignment will be even more incomprehensible, perhaps 
even to the members of the senate with respect to understanding 
the constituencies of colleagues. 


This confusing pattern was the result of the legislature's 


decision that absolute mathematical equality in the composition 
of districts was a more important consideration than community 
of interest, identification of geography habits, municipal lines, 
and the other factors that had been used for more than a 
century. It was said that this was the mandate of the courts as 
repeated since Baker vs. Carr nearly 20 years ago. Our own view 
is that the antiseptic mathematical computations served to 
destroy other factors that were entitled to consideration and 
that would have been sustained by the court as reasonable. 


Nevertheless, the deed has been done. Wisconsin will live with 


this strange political cartography through 1981, at the least, 
barring litigation that is not now foreseen because the Wiscon- 
sin supreme court has already indicated broadly it is not inclined 
to entertain it. 


The misshapen legislative map that has flowed from the 


legislature's painful labor raises problems in the presentation of 
state capitol news during the next seven or eight months. 


The case of Sen. Petri of the new second state senate district 


illustrates. Will his constituents distributed through parts of six 
counties extending from Kewaskum in Washington County to 
Green Bay in Brown County recognize him by his statutory- 
identity as senator from the second senatorial district? Or will 
the news columns be required to append a long geographical 
compilation when his name legitimately occurs in the political 
news? 


Many members of the lower house have portions of two, three 


and four counties or more in their districts. Will their constit- 
uents remember that they represent District 76, or District 33, 
or whatever? Repeated listings of such geographical jurisdic- 
tions will almost surely be impracticable for the news desks, for 
compelling reasons of space. Our own inclination, according to 
the test of later experience, is to identify senators and as- 
semblymen in such situations according to their residence, in 
the belief that interested readers will identify them most quickly 
with the passage of time in that way. 


Lake Michigan water levels 


As the water level of Green Bay and Lake Michigan has 


continued to rise in the last few years, more and more alarm is 
being expressed about shoreline damage. The prediction is that 
the level will rise another eight inches bj next summer. This 
would exceed the high water levels of the early 1950's and 
approach the all-time high back in the last century. 


Appeals have been made to the federal government to do 


something about the situation. And now the American and 
Canadian governments are going to act. They are going to 
reduce the lake level by one-eighth of an inch. 


The International Lake Superior Board of Control will reduce 


the flow of water from Lake Superior through the gates in the St. 
Mary's River at Sault Ste. Marie and it will also divert water that 
flows from the Lake Nippigon 'Reservoir in Ontario into Lake 
Superior. 


But Rep. Glenn Davis of Wisconsin says this will result in only 


a one-eighth of an inch adjustment. He said that if the United 
States and Canada exercised all permissible controls and if the 
outflow from Lake Michigan to the Chicago River were 
increased to its maximum, the total result would be only a six 
inch lowering. And that would be less than the anticipated rise 
this year. 


The two major factors in determining Lake Michigan levels 


are the amounts of rainfall and snowfall in the huge Upper Great 
Lakes drainage basin, and the percentage of cloudy versus 
sunny days, affecting evaporation. 


The U.S. Commerce Department recently conducted some 


experiments at the Coast Guard station at Sheboygan on 
managing water levels by introducing small amounts of silver 
iodide particles into cold moisture-laden air masses travelling 
down and across Lake Michigan. The idea was to induce 
precipitation in selected areas of the lake basin. 


The government has now abandoned those experiments. 


Apparently it was felt the project was not timely given the threat 
that the lake is already overflowing more and more of its natural 
banks. 


Writers upsetting communism 


The undermining of the infallibility of communism continues 


on the literary front. 


A couple of years ago Ushangi Sidamonidze, known formerly 


as a reputable Russian historian, published Historiography of 
the Bourgeois Democratic Movement and of the Victory of the 
Socialist Revolution on Georgia (1877-1921). This would sound 
proper enough and pretty dull. But the author had primarily 
relied upon Menshevik writers, according to the Soviet authori- 
ties. And the Mensheviks opposed the Bolsheviks. 


More than that Sidamonidze was accused of presenting 


opinions "objectivistically" in that he didn't always qualify 
alleged facts or points of view with Communist approved 
criticism. Some people in Georgia, it appeared from the book, 
weren't all that enthused about the Soviet take-over. 


The author was deprived of a doctoral degree and only by- 


breast beating and official recanting was he and his editor 
allowed to remain in the party. Probably it was the only way 
they avoided a little journey to the north as xvell. 


Officials in Moscow are sensitive about too much nationalism 


among the various Soviet Socialist Republics. Some of that 
which appears in the Baltic states, the Ukraine and Georgia 
makes them nervous. There was that incident in history when 
millions of rebellious Ukranians somehow just happened Jo 
starve to death. 


Yet the questioning books are written. The rumors about 


them get out not only to the cynical outside world but to some of 
the believers themselves.

State's industrial growth is lagging 


MADISON — When the Democratic state 


administration persuaded the legislature amid 
much hoopla to separate the old industrial 
promotion section from the state Department 
of Local Affairs and Development and to put a 
ranking officer in charge of the tiny staff of 18, 
public response was restrained. 


The apparent effect of the "reorganization," 


which was also the first breach in the celebrat- 
ed Kellett reorganization and integration of 
state administration a few years earlier, was to 
give the "business development" theme greater 
visibility in the regime of a Democratic gover- 
nor who was seeking the good will, if possible, 
or the neutrality of the business community 
that was concerned about his attitudes and 
goals. 


Now the state has had the first opportunity to 


observe what the new head of the department, 
a business executive of long experience and 
considerable success, regards as his mission. 


Propounds his ideas 


William Kidd laid out his ideas as he made his 


first statement of policy during his testimony in 
support of his substantially increased budget 
proposal. For 30 years the state has tinkered in 
this field. Kidd has evidently gone through the 
files and has concluded that new ideas are 
. 
required. 


As he sees it the commanding problem before 


the state with respect to its industrial en- 
terprise is that it is not prospering to the degree 
that its population growth requires. 


To assure that the sometimes inattentive 


men at the head of the table understood, he 
recited the solemn projections of job demand 
statistics for the state. There will be 400,000 
additional persons in the Wisconsin labor 
market at the end of the decade, he asserted, 
and there is nothing now to show that the 
state's industrial sector will be able to absorb so 
many. 


Then he underlined other concerns. Wiscon- 


sin industry is under-capitalized. It lags well 
below that of the country in its growt'h, a.nd 
more meaningfully, seriously behind compara- 
ble states in this section of the country. 


A professional liberal in such a position, as 


office-holding Wisconsin Democratic leaders 
attest almost every day, would assert that the 
public sector must absorb the labor surplus. 
Kidd explicitly repudiated such responses. 


Would change 'climate' 


As if to make his meaning utterly clear, he 


went on to add that he is now studying means 
by which the state government can encourage 
more capital investment in industry, and more 
production, and more employment, as through 


lax revisions. The idea that the Wisconsin 
"climate" is not altogether encouraging to the 
investor or the entrepreneur, he said, is not 
without foundation, and he proposes to try to 
change it. 


Predictably, the Kidd proposal to set up a 


state development office in western Europe, 
probably in West Germany, to encourage 
European investment in Wisconsin enterprise, 
attracted publicity. 


On the face of it, there is a profound irony in 


the idea that Germans who survived a devas- 
tating war a few decades earlier should now 
invest their savings in the provincial economy 
of the most powerful nation on earth which 
sealed their conquest. But the Kidd credentials 
are good. He had broad experience as an 
executive of a major exporting industry. 


It was an intriguing episode, perhaps the 


most revealing of the severely condensed 
proceedings involving the largest state budget 
ever discussed formally. Gov. Lucey's polite 
silence was suggestive. It would be naive to 
assume that he did not know Kidd intended to 
say something of the sort. 


Perhaps, at long last, the problems of the 


Wisconsin economy can be examined outside 
the suffocating bounds of party rivalry. At the 
least, Bill Kidd has established his political 
identity.

Entertainment is 
cooperative act 


At a recent luncheon, I was sitting 


next to a man who had illustrated a 
forthcoming book. Nothing unusual 
about this, except that the book was a 
collection of old "Vic and Sade" radio 
scripts. Who would have believed, only 
a few years ago. that this kind of book 
would be in demand? 


Nostalgia for the old radio shows has 


swept the country recently. New 
recordings and tapes have been made, 
scripts 
have 
been 
revived, 
and 


"remember-when books" are glutting 
the market. The public displays a vast 
yearning for the entertainment of the 
past. 


Why should this be so? In my view, it 


demonstrates the power of mind over 
eye. of imagination over reality. 
Television has failed to grip the 
audience the way radio did because it 
leaves little, or nothing, to the work of 
the imagination. In such cases, more is 
less. 


When \ve listened to the old radio 


sho\%-s. our minds collaborated with the 
characters. We visualized them inter- 
nally, and lived along with these crea- 
tures of the imagination. It is no ac- 
cident that when some of the shows 
were transferred to early television, 
their appeal quickly dried up. 


No program on television has com- 


manded the long-term loyalty of 
dozens of old radio shows, when a 
whole nation paused to listen. 


For one thing, television doesn't give 


shows enough time to win a loyal 
audience; the "numbers game" is so 
ruthless and competitive that a show 
that doesn't make it in a few weeks is 
marked for the axe. But, more impor- 
tantly in my belief, the very visual 
aspect 
of TV over-exposes 
the 


characters and leaves no room for fan- 
tasizing on the part of the audience. 


Entertainment shares with art the 


necessity for being a "cooperative" 
venture. The more an audience can put 
into it. the more enjoyment is paid 
back. In radio, the audience was asked 
to do much of the work — to project its 
imagination into the lives of the 
characters: and, by so doing, the 
audience was incorporated into the 
gestalt of the program. Television, by- 
its very explicitness, asks nothing of 
the viewer except his passive recep- 
tivity — and this grows boring very 
quickly. 


Stan Freeberg. that genius of 


specialty advertising, has shown that 
TV advertising, despite an immense 
audience, is not nearly so effective per 
capita as the old radio advertising — 
for, again, the radio 
commercial 


stimulated the imagination, while the 
TV commercial crushes it to a pulp. 
Whether we are trying to entertain 
people, or persuade them, we must get 
them to participate in the imaginative 
act: else, the more we bombard them 
with visual bits, the more resistant they 
become. 


William F. Buckley 
Wallace has one 
big moment left 


To judge from comments one picks 


up in Alabama the feeling there is that 
1) George Wallace will live, and his 
health will permit him to be active; 2) 
the state constitution having been 
amended, George Wallace can stay on 
as governor of Alabama for the rest of 
his life; 3) George Wallace has changed, 
in ways not easily perceptible, with 
consequences not easily predictable; 4) 
George Wallace's influence in the 
South continues to be considerable, but 
outside of Alabama it cannot be ex- 
pected to endure indefinitely — in the 
absence of a Wallace Strategy. 


And there is no such thing, so far as is 


known. The Wallace cycle is down, for 
reasons of health obviously, but also 
because Wallace tends to be quiet after 
a presidential election. Thus it was in 
1965, and in 1969, and thus it appears it 
will be in 1973. 


Then, as discontents with Mr. Nixon 


fester, as they are bound to do, Wallace 
would, typically, crank up. By the fall of 
1975 he would be addressing thecrbwds 
and stirring them up, and the commen- 
tators would be speculating about his 
effect on the forthcoming presidential 
election; he might win some extra 
regional primaries... 


Act becomes routine 


But, inevitably, attrition sets in. 


There is his diminished health, the 
beginning of that Norman Thomas 
public itchiness with the man who is 
always running for president. The rou- 
tinization of the George Wallace act is 
something he and his followers ought 
to worry about more than they appear 
to do. 


In what way has he changed? It is my 


guess that although he will never 
outlive the provenance of his fame, 
which has a Jim Crow feel about it, he is 
a true convert to biracialism. I believe 
that he has outgrown states' rights as a 
cover for the perpetual menialization of 
the Negro. Whether this is because the 
South is itseif pretty serene these days 
about race, and therefore Wallace the 
politician has picked up a fresh cue; or 
whether the change is internal, we 
cannot know. But it is at least partly the 
latter, one guesses, because George 
Wallace during the days that he held 
onto life by his fingernails, tended to by 
Catholic nuns, traveled something of a 
spiritual odyssey. as often happens to 
those who suffer great tragedy. 


The experience is not likely to lead 


him to the cloister, but it may well have 
focused his thoughts at least partly on 
extratemporal matters, and even on 
strategic historical concerns, speaking 
of which it is the developing consensus 
among men of vision in Alabama that 
George Wallace has one last big oppor- 
tunity. 


It is to move Southern Democrats 


into the Republican party. It is. of 
course, where they belong. The coali- 
tion politics of Franklin Roosevelt. 
which made solid phaianxes of men as 
disparate as Senator Bilbo and Walter 
Reuther, in order to juggernaut their 
party into the White House election 
after election, is breaking down, as we 
all know 


They're all finicky 


Nowadays finicky McGovemites will 


not work for Humphrey-lies, and 
Humphreynes will not work for 
McGovemites. though the differences 
between the two are not as marked as 
the difference in days gone by between 
Southern Democrats and Northern 
liberals who joined in working for 
Roosevelt. Truman, and Kennedy. 


The Republican party has scored 


great successes m the South, but 
mostly in behalf of presidential can- 
didates. The grass roots are still obs- 
tinately Democratic. Although, as for 
instance 
in Mississippi, there 
i«, 


progress towards Republicanism, the 
traditional resistance is stili critical, 
resulting in the continuing anomaly of 
Southern conservatives voting — not 
for liberal Democrats for president, but 
for liberal Democrats for senator, 
congressman, and governor. 


But George Wallace still has the 


power — to walk over, as Strom Thur- 
mond did, into the Republican party, 
and to take his vast following with him. 
.He had that power unmistakably last 
July, in Miami, which is when he might 
most dramatically have moved. But he 
has the power still today. It is not 
certain that he will have it tomorrow.

Waupaca County's in good shape 
with increased revenue funds 


WAUPACA — County Treasurer 


John DeVaud got a pleasant surprise 
from the federal government Monday 
— a $201,503 revenue sharing check for 
the first six months of 1972 


Waupaca County officials were an- 


ticipating $359,000 in federal revenue 
sharing for all of 1972, or a first install- 
ment of $179,500, based on earlier es- 
timates But the U S Treasury updated 
the information used to formulate the 
shares, after Congress passed the five 
year program this fall, and Waupaca 
County became one of rare "winners" 
in the recalculation 


County Board Chairman Woodrow 


Smith, Clintonville, said that the extra 
money, along with the original estimate 
of revenue sharing budgeted for 1973, 
would most likely be used to keep the 
tax rate as low as possible 


Smith said he could foresee no major 


building projects for the county in the 
near future, "so the only possible use 
for it (the federal money) right now is 
to reduce taxes " 


Under state law, the county is not 


permitted to alter the total budget 
passed this fall, although money can be 
shifted among individual budget ac- 
counts Since the budget can't be 
changed, the additional revenue will 
not have an impact on the tax rate until 
1974 


The greater share received Monday 


means that subsequent checks also will 
be larger than anticipated For all of 
1972, the county will receive $403,006, 
and at an expected 9 per cent increase 
over this year, the 1973 share will be 
abqut $439,276 


The total for the first two years, then, 


will be $842,282, or almost $80,000 more 
than expected This increase runs

officials normally budgeted $50,000 per 
year as payment on the principal This 
year, they budgeted $409,427, to pay off 
the whole debt, but only $50,000 of the 
debt fund will be applied to the prin- 
cipal in 1973 


The remaining money will be earning 


at a higher rate of interest than 4 5 per 
cent, until the federal spending 
deadline expires in 18'months Then the 
whole debt will be paid off, and the 
county will be richer 


As Smith said, "We'd be crazy to pay 


the whole thing off at once, when we 
might get 6 per cent from a bank " Once 
the debt is paid, it will mean a "per- 
manent tax reduction of $68,000 a 
year," he said, and putting the federal 
money into the fund also means that 
the county can be flexible about its use 


If special projects come up during the 


year, he said, the funds can be shifted to

NEW YORK (AP) - Sen. Lowell P. 


Weicker Jr., R-Conn., said today he will 
introduce in the next Congress a news- 
men's "shield bill" designed to protect 
the public's constitutional right to a free 
flow of information through the media. 


He said his "News Media Source 


Protection Act" differs from numerous 
bills already introduced because it 
defines "the complex legal questions of 
what protection would be granted and 
to whom. 


Weicker made his remarks in a speech

"This legislation is not a newsman's

He said the bill would not protect

"If newsmen are forced to reveal their

That will 
infringe upon your right to hear the full 
story. 


"That is what we are protecting,"

Miranda, whose 1963 kidnaping-rape 
conviction was overturned by the U.S 
Supreme Court in one of its most 
celebrated rulings, has been granted a 
parole from State Prison. 


Miranda, 32, was sentenced to 20 to 30 


years for the kidnaping and rape and a 
concurrent 20 to 25 years for an 
unrelated robbery in which he took $8 
from a woman at knifepoint. 


The high court reversed the kidnap- 


rape conviction in 1966 on ground that 
his confession was inadmissible as 
evidence because he had not been ad- 
vised of his right to remain silent. 


The decision led to what has become 


known as the "Miranda warning," a 
procedure in which all suspects are 
advised of their rights by police officers 
at the time of their arrest. 


Miranda was retried and sentenced

In ancient Persia and in anuent 


Egypt, it was common practice for 


condemned criminals to be used in ci- 
cntifif experimentation. 


In modern times 20th Century Ger- 


many dredged up the practice using 
political prisoners. 


The result, alter World War II, was 


a plethora of guidelines, proclama- 
tions, regulations and laws covering — 
and 
presumably 
protecting—human- 


beings taking part in scientific experi- 
ments. 
• 
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But for all their good intentions, 


these directives have some blind spots 
and shortcomings which can endanger 
human research subjects. 


Ultimately, the responsibility is left 


to the individual researcher and it is in 
his hands and with his conscience that 
the well-being of the experiment sub- 
ject rests. 


An Associated Press study of human 


experimentation indicates that in an 
overwhelming majority of cases, re- 
searchers and the institutions for 
which they work are reputable and 
keenly aware of the need to protect 
their subjects. But guaranteed safety- 
is an unattainable goal. 


Nearly one-half of al! human experi- 


mentation done in the United States is 
done under the auspices of the Na- 
tional Institutes of Health. 


NIH and its parent Department of 


Health, Education and Welfare require 
that an institution seeking research 
grants set up an internal research re- 
view committee and write a protocol, 
or regulations, with which research 
must comply. The committee member- 
ship, the protocol and the research 
proposal all must have NIH approval. 


"We take the position that, if we ap- 


prove, the institution must give us as- 
surance that it will ride herd on that 
project through its lifetime," said Dr. 
Donald T. Chalkley, chief of the Insti- 
tutional Relations Section, Division of 
Research Grants. 


"If we disapprove we will inform the 


institution of the reason for this dis- 
approval if the reason appears to us 
to be a serious problem for the human 
subjects." 


Asked what would then prevent the 


researcher from obtaining private 
funds to carry out the potentially 
harmful study, Chalkley replied, "Not 
a thing. And, worse, the researcher's 
institution doesn't have a legal respon- 
sibility to stop him." 


In addition, Chalkley said, there are 


some areas where HEW has yet to set 
standards of research conduct, par- 
ticularly in the use of fetal materials, 
the use of prisoners, compensation of 
subjects and security of experimental 
data. 


"The security of data is extremely 


important, especially in psychological 
and sociological research," he said. 
"The subject wouldn't want private 
data to become public. A person who's 
been disgraced in his own neighbor- 
hood might just as well have been 
killed." 


One of the most nagging problems 


of subject welfare among researchers 
is a widely practiced procedure called 
a double blind study. 'Basically, the 
procedure—used on actual patients- 
pits one new drug or therapy against 
an old one to prove which is the more 
effective. 


"If it is proved that one procedure is 


better than another, then some 
patients must receive inferior treat- 
ment, and both groups must be kept 
on the treatment long enough to dem- 
onstrate the superiority of one," said 
Dr. William Barclay, assistant execu- 
tive vice president of the American 
Medical Association. 


The question is whether it is ethical 


to deliberately give some patients infe- 
rior treatment. Yet the Food and Drug 
Administration requires the double 
blind procedure as the best known 
means of proving the efficacy of new 


drugs and in the current retesting of 
some old drugs. 


Dr. Chris Zarafonetis of the Univer- 


sity of Michigan is a member of a 
protocol committee which oversees 
drug testing in Michigan prisons and is 
chairman of the Defense Department's 
Joint Medical Research Conference 
which coordinates medical research 
done in the armed forces. 


He seriously disagrees with the 


double blind procedure claiming it de- 
liberately endangers some patients. 


"If I have a group of chronically ill 


patients and a treatment which, on 
presumptive evidence, is good. I have 
to apply it equally to all." Zarafonetis 
said. "To do the double blind study 
would be to deny a portion of the 
patients the better treatment. 


"I cannot do that in all good con- 


science. It is immoral." 


FDA officials say they understand 


this attitude and hear it from many re- 
searchers. 


"I agree, it is a hell of a dilemma," 


said Peter B. Hurt, FDA genera! coun- 
sel. "But we can't let these drugs go on 
the market without the tests. That 
would be going back to the old days of 
tonics and elixirs that cured warts and 
improved your sex life. 


"Our attitude is that it goes back to 


the basics of informed consent. You 
find patients who are willing to go 
through the tests knowing that they 
may be getting a placebo or an inferior 
drug. They are willing to do it for 
whatever compensation they get. 


"It's like the iron worker who builds 


the tower on top of the Empire State 
Building. He knows what he's doing • 
when he goes up there.- He knows he 
may fall off and get killed. He also 
knows he's getting paid for the dan- 
ger." 


Perhaps the most insidious aspect to 


human experimentation, one with 
which not even the most responsible 
researcher can completely cope, is the 
unexpected, delayed reaction of the 


human subject to the testing he has 
undergone. It doesn't happen often, 
but it does happen. 


Just outside Frederick. Md., the 


Army maintains Ft. Dt'trick. noted for 
its now defunct germ warfare experi- 
mentation. Separate from that work, 
the Army set up a clinic in which sol- 
dier-volunteers—"!! conscientious ob- 
jectors—could be infected with un- 
usual diseases so that doctors could 
develop new techniques of diagnosis. 


The program meets all the standard 


criteria of ethics and safety and. ac- 
cording to Col. Dan Crozier. director 
of the clinic, of the 1.300 volunteers 
who have been through the program, 
there has been only one serious prob- 
lem. 


"There was an individual here in the 


mid-1950s." Crozier said. "He was ex- 
posed to Q-fever. a generally mild, be- 
nign disease that only very rarely can 
cause a liver complication. Four years 
ago that volunteer developed liver dis- 
ease. 


"It may be that his disease was not 


caused by the Q-fever, but we have 
recognized the possibility that it was, 
and the Veterans Administration is 
paying the man partial disability." 


The nation's drug companies, con- 


stantly testing new products on hu- 
man volunteers, also are aware of the 
delayed reaction danger. 


"There is a remote possibility that, 


in testing unknown drugs, there might 
be some irreversible biological change 
caused in test subjects," said Dr. Harry 
Demissianos, director of experimental 
medicine for the Upjohn Co., of Kala- 
mazoo, Mich. 


"It's doubtful that the change would 


come as a surprise because of all the 
animal testing done before we run 
tests on people. The one exception 
might be emotional changes. 


"There is no way you can predict 


this from animal tests. It is conceiv- 
able that you would have a drug that 
out of nowhere produces a psychic 
change. There is no way you could see 
this in animals because they don't be- 
have like men, they don't have man's 
complex nervous system." 


The best guard against such sur- 


prises, Demissianos said, is to be care- 
ful and hopeful. 


"You 
take all the precautions you 


know at this moment in your life, at 
this moment in human knowledge, 
that's the best you can do," he said. 


"There is always the chance for a 


mistake. The question is, what does 
man do to prevent it? He tries to be- 
ha\fe like a moral, reasonable person, 
with conscience and with prudence. 
But there is no way we can achieve 
Utopia."
